EASTERN DISPATCHES. 


Stevenson's “Old Boys.” 
New York, October 25. 

Thirteen of Colonel J. D. Stevenson's 
old command of Mexican war veter- 
ans, lst New York yolunteers, hada 
reunion and dinner to-night. A dis- 
patch trom Colonel Stevenson, who is 
in San Francisco, was received, asking 
“God's blessing on the old boys.” 
Major Clerk gave a brief sketch of the 
history of the regiment. Over two- 
thirds of its original thousand mem- 
Vbers, he said, were under 21 years of 
age when they were enrolled, and per 
usps that accounted for the youthful 
ippearance of those who were assem- 
bled around the table. It was consid- 
ered an arduous undertaking in those 
days, continued the speaker, to go to 
California. Gold had not been dis- 
covered, and it was an unknown land. 
Although the regiment did not see 
much active service, still it bad en- 
countered many hardships. Of the 
original 1,000 only 150 were left. 
Most of the survivors lived in Califor- 
nia, but about 40 had returned to the 
East. The world has dealt kindly 
with most cf them and 129 survivors 
represent $25,000,000 capital. Dur- 
ing the dinner Rosewell D. Baldwin, 
second officer of the Loochoo, entered 
the roem and was heartily welcomed. 
He had seen a notice of the meeting 
and had not before known of the or- 
ganization of the veterans of Colonel! 
Stevenson’s regiment in  Ualifornia. 
The memory of dead comrades was 
July honored, and many speeches of 
congratuletion over the growth of the 
State which each one present had as- 
sisted in establishing were made. Af- 
ter midnight there were many empty 
bottles and some wonderful efforts in 
talking Mexican-Spanigh from mem- 
ory. 


Death of a Naval Veteran. 
New York, October 25. 
Captain Wm. A. Parker, one of the 
oldest officers of the U.S. Navy, died 
yesterday in East Boston, Mass. 
Captain Parker was born in Ports- 
mouth, N. H., January 12, 1816, and 
entered the navy as midshipman io 
1832. He first saw service in the 
sloop-of-war Vincennes on the Pacific 
station. Six years later he was pro- 
moted to the grade of passed mid- 
shipman and served on various war 
vessels until 18438, when he was made 
Lieutenant and was transferred to the 
Cyane, which visited California, Sand- 
wich Islands, Chili, Peru, etc. In 
1846 he was ordered to the steamer 
Mississippi on the Mexican coast, and 
during the moet of the “Mexicaa war 
he served in this vessel and the Rari- 
tan. Lieutenant Parker was present 
at the siege and capture of Vera Cruz, 
Tobasco and other places. During 
the late war he was actively engaged. 
For a long time he served under Com- 
modore Porter as Commander of the 
Fitth Division of the North Atlantic 
blockade, including over 20 vessels 
and a number of monitors. On June 
28th, 1861, he was promoted to the 
rank of Commander, and four years 
later was placed on the retired list. 
His promotion to the rank of Captain 
on the retired list \was received A pril 
19th, 1869. \

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Tucnip Tops. 
When turnips placed in the cellar 
begin to sprout they are usually thrown 
away, but the housekeeper of experi- 
ence will tell you that a bushel of tur- 


nips will furnish ber family with salad 
all Winter, anda very good one if 
properly prepared, Place the oushel 
of turnips in a dark, warm cellar to 
sprout, and when the sprouts are 
three or four inches long cut them off;
